If the existing governments of the ten
Stntes of the Union are to be deposed, and their
entire machinery placed under the exclusive
coptrol and muthority of the respective dis.
frict commanders, all the expenditures inoldsnt

necessaTlly be Incurred hf the Fedarnl govern-

ment. Itia believed that, in addition to the two
million one hundred thousand dollars already sx-
